\ Perera Loft the antieie Deaatiatnente 
have turmed their attention to canning: 
beef, veal, and mutton, at the close of 
the fishing season, the past two or 
three years, and have met with very 
excellent success. We have not been 
able to obtain a complete summary of 
this industry, but it amounts to con- 
siderable. ‘The importance of this in- 
dustry now attracts the attention of 
nations, and Great Britain regrets that 
she “gave Oregon away as something. 
not worth quarreling about”, and in 
illustration of the magnitude of the 
mistake, the London Advertiser cites 
to the present business at Astoria. 
The London Times also refers to it,and 
after estimating that the total catch of 
Great Britain and Ireland for 1875 
was but about 9,000,000 lbs., says: 

Thus, according to that calculation, 
the products of an Oregon river was 
more ‘than four timesthe catch of the 
whole United Kingdom. Of the total 
catch last year, 19,000,000 pounds were 
eured and canned for exportation. 
This vast trade, it is to be borne in 
mind, has grown up in the past eight 
years, and to all accounts will probably 
retain its prominence permanently. 
The large firms on the Columbia river 
have invested several thousand dol- 
lars in the business. So far, during 
the operation of the canning 
establishments,the miraculous draught 
of fishes have remained the same, 
varying, of course, occasionally in 
quantity. There are prolific seasons 
with fish as with truits and grain, but, 
early settlers in Oregon declare that 
they have noticed no preceptible dimi- 
nution in number, taking one year 
with another. The Indians located 
around Astoria state the fish run .in 
the Columbia to-day as they did thirty 
years ago, 

While it is true that our waters have 
ever bounded with this magnificent 


fish, we fear that this will not always 
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be the case, unless our fishermen take 
steps to secure artificial means for 
propagating and protecting the supply. 
We are of the number who believe in 
the system of prepagation, and refer to 
the experiments made at the McCloud 
hatching station in proef of the asser- 
tion that it is all that will be required 


to give us a perpetual supply. The 
Shasta Courier says, October L8th,1876: 


During the summer a permanent 
hatching-house, one hundred feet by 
twenty-six feet was erected, and a 
large current wheel put in the river, 
which supplies an abundance of water 
to the hatching tronghs, twenty-four 
in number, making six lengths of 
troughs, twenty-four feet long, capa- 
ble of containing seven and a half 
million salmon eggs. There is room 
for two more lengths, which will be 
added next season, making a total ca- 
pacity of 10,000,000 salmon eggs. 
The first salmon for spawning pur- 
poses were taken on the 22d day of 
August. The total number of eggs 
taken, 6,664,000,and of this number 
936,000 were taken in one day. 
Nearly 1,600 fish were spawned, 
giving an average of about 4, 200 eggs 
per fish. Four million eggs were 
taken Eastin a refrigerator car from 
Reading to Livingston Stone, to be 
distributed from Utah to Connecticut, 
and Wisconsin to Maryland. Three 
hundred thousand have been sent to 
New Zeland, and 30,000 to the Sand- 
wich Islands. So yousee, the progeny 
of the McCloud salmon will be pretty 
well distributedinashorttime. The 
Sportsman Club of San Francisco took 
three hundred thousand eggs, and 
the remaining two million of eggs 
will be hatched at the fishery and 
returned to the Sacramento, Pitt and 
McCloud rivers for the California 
Fish Commission. Asthe percentage 
lost in hatching here is very small, 
and the salmon that have already 
made their appearance are remark- 
ably healthy, the two million fish 
that will be returned to California 
waters will amount to at least thirty 
millions of pounds three years hence. 
The State Fish Commissioners are 


doing all in their power to keep the 
streams of California well stocked 
with the native fish, as well as judi- 
ciously distributing fish peculiar to 
Eastern waters in streams adapted to 
their requirements throughout the 
State, 


It may be apprehended by some 
that this extraordnary yield, and broad 
distribution of fish will in time in- 
terfere with the packing interest, but 
of this we feel assured there is little 
cause foralarm. Weare prepared to 
say that, with all the fish our canneries 
can put up there would still be a 
demand for more.

We have lately been favored wit] 
some: statistics relative to the British 
Colonies of Australasia. These colonies 
comprise Western Australia, Adelaide,. 
NewSouth Wales, Queensland, Tasma- 
niaand New Zealand. The Australian 
continent is the largest gold, wool, 
hide and tallow producing country in 
the world, and its money wealth is in- 
creasing by millions annually. Its 
population is principally composed of 
miners, and sheep and cattle breeders; 
men who depend upon the cities, which 
their trade supports, for the supplies 
etc., which they consume, and the 
articles used in their several occupa- 
tions. The populations of these colonies 
isrecruited by immigration, at the goy- 
erment expense, from England, and 
in round numbers is about 8,000,000. 
It is unnecessary for us to recapitulate 
the advantages of climate, etc., as our 
object in the present article, is to show 
the advantages of direct shipment 
from here of our staple product, i. e. 
Canned fish, and the enormous profits 
and numerous advantages of dealing 
with it in the way we suggest, instead. 
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of sending our goods via Portland and 
Liverpool as at present. New Zealand 
is separated from Australia by eight 
days sail, or four days steamer, and dur- 
ing the last five’ years she has doubled 
her population and exports. The 
population of New Zealand is about 
1,500,000, and isalsorecruited by immi- 
gration at government expensefromthe 
mother country. The mining resour- 
ces of New Zealand and her commer- 
cial and agricultural capabilities are 
becoming rapidly developed, owing to 
the policy of the government of the 
country, who have borrowed on deben- 
tures a sum of £14,000,000 sterling, 
equal to $70,000,000; which money 
has been spent in railway construc- 
tion, improvement of harbors, water 


some profit, being 30 per cent. specific 
and 11 per cent. ad val.; this amount 
would be reaped by the home grower. 
But our special object in bringing the 
general subject before the Astoria peo- 
ple, is the advantage and profit of deal- 
ing with these colonies direct, in the 
sale of our canned fish. We shall jirsé 
show, by the following figures, (which 
are approximate, and not intended to 
cover any little contingency of expen- 
ses of wharfage or pilotage or some 
other minor expense connected with 
shipping to England ports, none of 
which expenses can affect the profits 
shown to any appreciable amount), 
the profit attached to a direct ship- 
ment of 400 tons of canned salmon to 
New Zealand or Australia; and in the 
second place we shall point out the ad- 


courses and other mining improve- 
ments; and special attention has 
been paid, to provision for ‘ first 
class importations -of English peo- 
ple suitable for the wants of the coun- 
try. The principal products of New 
Zealand are gold, wool, tallow, kauri, 
gum, hides, wheat, ete., and there are 
no doubt many products of that coun- 
try, which might be used with advan- 
tage by us, if the means of transport 
could be provided at reasonable rates. 
In one item especially the attention of 
our farmers is directed to importing 
Saxon Merino sheep. The wool from 
these sheep, (a sample of which we have 
seen), according to the statement of the 
manager of the largest wool works in 
San Francisco, is worth no less than 
45 cents per pound there; and all the 
wool of that grade used in our manu- 
factures has to be imported from Aus- 
tralia or New Zealand. The import 
duty on such wool, if it could be grown 
here, is alone sufficient to yield a hand- 


vantages accruing to the shippers, in 
addition to the profits realized; and in 
the third place we shall allude to the 
benefits to accrue to Astoria itself, from 
the creation of. a new outlet for our 
products, which, as time advances, and 
the means of communication’ with 
Hastern Oregon, Washington territory, 
and the Eastern States is improved, 
eannot fail; indirectly, to bring the 
products and manufactures of our home 
markets to this p'aca for export.

as prime cost for the cargo in any 
harbor in New Zealand. In most 
cases the vessels can be unloaded either 
into the warehouses or railway goods 
sheds, and saving the expense of trans- 
port incident to Dunedin and Christ- 
church, which is included in the 
sale price quoted, all other charges 
would be defrayed by the buyers, or 
by the ship, if a proper charter party be 
arranged at the start. At all other 
New Zealand ports save those named 
an additional $2124 to $3124 per 
_ton, may be added to the net profit 
shown; this amount being the charge 
for transport by railway from harbor 
to Dunedin or Chrisichurch aforesaid. 


We have before us the ‘‘wholesale 
prices current” from the Lyttelton 
Times, one of the leading New Zealend 
daily p: vpers, under date Christchurch, 
Tuesday, November 14th, 1876.

The foregoing statement may appear 
overdrawn; in proof of our bona fides 
we shall be happy to have our state- 
ment corrected if any error can be 
found in it; to any une interested, we 
may say, if they will kindly call at our 
office, we will show them the paper 
from which we have quoted, and they 
may make their own calculations 
upon the subject. We know that our 
figures are reliable, and we also: feel 
assured from our own casual knowl- 
edge of the subject, that no such profit 
is at present realized by the people 
who should realize it, namely the pro- 
prietors of the canneries right here in 
the city, of Astoria, and on the Co- 


lumbia generally, — We take it then

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posed to do in the first place, “‘the profit 
*. “attached to a direct shipment of 400” 
“tons of canned salmon to New Zeal- 
and.” We have not at hand the total 
import of this staple to the Australian 
Colonies, but we confidently assert 
that the whole product of the ten can- 
neries at Astoria, if in full workmg 
order, would be easily absorbed by the 
colonies, if properly put in the market, 
by any one conyesbant with the gen- 
eral colonial trade. 

In the second place we point out 
‘the advantage to shippers in addi- 
tion to the profits,” etc. The fish as 
now shipped is carried from here 
to Liverpool, ona voyage averaging a 
duration of five months; supposing 
its inmediate transhipment, it is sent to 
the colonies on a voyage averaging a 
duration of three months, makmg a 
total of eight months, before the cargo 
sold in New Zealand reaches its desti- 
nation. 

Now the voyage from here to New 
Zealand direct, can be made by ship in 
from two months to ten weeks, thus 
saving five months, or more, interest on 
money; insurance ar cargo from here to 
Liverpool; storage, handling,commision, 
and the charges incident to tranship- 
ment, which, those who pay them will 
no doubt acknowledge quite worth 
consideration. The returns and ac- 
count sales of eargo sent hence to 
Liverpool, are not made to shippers 
under six months at least; whereas such 
return and account sales can be made, 
if the goods be sent direct, in about 
four months at the outside. This is 
also an Important matter; and last ,the 
shipper will only suffer the diminution 
of his profits, by payment of one com- 
anission on sale; which fact alone ap- 


pears to us to show, that we have fully 
carried out and proved our second 
proposition. 

In the third place we have to allude 
to the “benefits to accrue to Astoria 
itself from the creation of a new out- 
let for our products,” etc. Any one 
having a knowledge of commercial 
matters must admit that the fact of a 
line of trading ships, if only very small 
to commence with, having our port as 
one of its terminii, will necessitate the 
various agencies for insurance, victual- 
ling, and stores for the supply of all 
the belongings of ships, which are used 
or worn out, during a voyage. We 
may also consider the old question of 
diversion of part of the wheat and 
flour freight from Portland; for if a. 
ship has to take 400 or 500 tons of 
her cargo here, she can as easily and 
cheaply have her wheat cargo lightered 
right to this port, and load both cargoes. 
together, instead of going to Portland 
and paying towage, etc., and coming 
back here for her salmon, taking just 
double the time to load. Further, 
after parting with her colonial cargo 
she can return to England via the 
Cape ef Good Hope in about three 
months, with her wheat and flour; 
practically being little the worse inpoint 
of time than if she went from here to 
Liverpool direct. Again, the fact of 
direct trade necessitates the establish- 
ment of banks and like institutions, 
enhancing the value of real estate and 
attracting to our town the greatest 
source of all trade—namely, unem- 
ployed capital. 

The following remarks apply to our 
town with its present modes of com- 
mercial ingress and egress. We know 
that ships are trading from Boston, New 
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Australia and New Zealand. They 
«carry assorted cargoes ef household 
goods, coal oil, and notoins, etc., etc. ; 
‘and the trade is daily on the increase,

made use of; we should have the bulk 
of our cargoes right here, ready to load;

In the preparation of the following statistical tables we have spared neither pains 
nor labor. We have sought and procured information from every source, and have 
at last what we believe to be a reliable showing of all the Wheat and Flour exports 
of Oregon by annual seasons, since August 1868. Statistical information of this kind 
can only be obtained correctly at a point where all vessels going out of the Columbia 
river may be spoken, after they are fully loaded. Correct and reliable information of 
this sort we expect to give more fully if possible in future than in the past,thus making 
Tuk AstTorIAN the reliable paper of the Shipping Statistics of Oregon. These tables 


will be followed by others,detailing the general commercial features of each cucceed - 
ing harvest year:

The Dangers of Entering Astoria. 


should occur to give the enemies of 
Astoria an opportunity to revive their 
twaddle and descant upon “the dan- 
gerous Columbia river bar’, and 
since a certain class of journalists (so 
called), have much to say more than 
the facts would seem to justify them 
in saying, upon the subject, since the 
accident to the Gen.Canby, we think 
it proper to make reply, and there- 
fore submit the following letter, ad- 
dressed to us by well known ship 
masters lately in this port. No fur- 
ther comments will be necessary. 
Read what competent masters have 
toe say about ‘‘the dangers of the Col- 
umbia river bar?’ 
Asroria, Sept. 6, 1876. 

Eprror ASTORIAN ? 

At your reques:, I beg to hand you 
my opinion of the dangers of approach- 
ing and entering the Columbia river. 
As the commerce of China and of 
Japan is rapidly increasing with the 
Northern Pacific coast, it naturatly 
follows that sailing vessels will proceed 
from there to this coast, expecting 
business in carrying the large amount 
of grain and fish exported from Ore- 
gon and California. As Astoria is the 
principal sea-port of Oregon, and ex- 
ports are very rapidly increasing from 
that State, I see no reason why your 
port should not, in the due course of 
events, equal San Francisco in trade 
ere many years; and the number of 
large ships that have loaded here, and 
proceeded to sea in safety drawing 
twenty-three feet, fully justifies that 
conclusion. 

In approaching the mouth of the 


Whilst we regret that any incident 


Columbia river, I consider there is no 
danger, providing a master takes ordi- 
nary care, bearing in mind the three 
L’s—Lead, Lights and Lookout. 

The soundings extend off for four 
or five miles. The powerful light of 
Cape Hancock light-house, which can 
be seen for over twenty miles, and the 
one on Point Adams that can be seen 
fourteen miles, gives ample warning in 
clear weather ; while in fogey weather 
the steam whistle situated at these 
capes, combined with the lead, gives 
one confidence to approach the land 
and ascertain the position. In crossing 
the bar to proceed to Astoria, which is 
twelve miles distant, I see no trouble 
or danger, especially with a competent 
pilot and steam tvg, with which your 
port is amply provided. 

By making strict enquiries I find 
there are no gales that blow directly 
on shore, and that a ship can always 
lay off on one tack or the other in case 
it is required. I have visited many 
ports in command of a ship, and many 
of them are far more intricate of en- 
tering than this. The dangers here 
have been unnecessarily magniiied, 
and the few accidents that have oc- 
curred, (and several masters agree 
with me) is owing to the place being 
insufiiciently buoyed. There are not 
sufficient of them, and they are much 
toosmall. Hoping the government will 
look io this defect, and remedy it, mak- 


ing your port one of perfect safety, 
I remain your obedient ser'vt.
